Washington —Any w omau no mat- j 


ter what her work in life, may receive > 
training for a new occupation, if she 
becomes incapacitated for carrying on 
her former occupation 
She has only 


to apply to the state board for •voca- 
tional education in states which are 
co-operating with the federal govern- 
ment. The state boards administer the 
terms of the industrial rehabilitation 
act, but they must submit plans annu- 
ally for the approval of the federal 
board at Washington. 


-* "The interesting question Is," said 


X«ewls H. Carris, assistant director for 
Industrial rehabilitation, federal board 
lor vocational education, "how many 
women will need rehabilitation? The 
law applies to all persons, men and 
women, whether working for a wage j 
or not, who need to be returned to a 
useful occupation. It applies to wom- 
en In the hazardous occupations of in- 
dnstry. It also applies to women in 
the home." 


-» ^The 1910 census showed more than 
25,000,000 women not engaged in wage- 
earning, but probably busy in their 
own homes. A woman accustomed to 
•doing her own cooking, sweeping and 
washing may Injure her back so that 
•he cannot continue such heavy work. 
She may then receive training in some 
trade which requires only the use of 
her hands and earn the money to pay 
somebody else to do her housework. 


Classification of Accidents. 


The statisticians dealing with this 


subject classify accidents as industrial, 
or those arising out of industry or em- 
ployment; home, or those occurring in 
and around the home; and public, or 
-those met in public places. 
They 


roughly estimate that one-hall of all 
fatal accidents are public accidents; 
one-fourth, Industrial, and one-fourth 
in the home, and say that of the 45,000 
accidental deaths in the United States 
annually only one-fourth are females. 


Accident insurance and workmen's 


compensation experience show that 
there are approximately 125 nonfatal 
but more or less disabling injuries to 
every fatal injury. It seems possible 
that women suffer as many accidents 
In the home as men. They would prob- 
ably suffer fewer accidents In public 
places because they travel about less. 
Women In industry are a tremendous- 
ly Increasing number. 


Mrs. Anna Lalor Burdick, agent of 


the federal board for vocational train- 
Ing for girls and women, says In her 
191tKL920 annual report that today 
there 
are 
approximately 
2,400,000 


women engaged in mechanical and 
manufacturing pursuits. The report 
.states further that the Increase in the 
number of women workers in the dif- 
ferent industries since 1916 is reported 
as follows: Iron and steel, 40 per cent; 
automobile, 300 per cent; instrument 
making, 200 per cent; woodworking, 
1OO per cent. 


More Men Hurt Than Women. 


Industrial accident statistics are in- 


complete, but the few figures obtain- 
able indicate fewer accidents to wom- 
en than to men The number of acci- 
dent cases reported by industrial acci- 
dent commissions or workmen's com- 
pensation 
commissions 
in 
certain 


states between dates mentioned is as 
follows: Ohio, May 15, 1915, to May 
15, 1916, 1,679 women, 80,713 men; 
Massachusetts, 
July. 1916, to July, 


1917, 6,821 women, 71,487 men; Minne- 
sota, July. 1917, to Julj, 1918, 1,072 
women, 28,895 men; California. July 
1, 1917, to June 30, 1918-, 50 women, 
1,892 men; Oregon. July 1, 1917, to 
June 30. 1918, 184 women, 12,557 men; 
Pennsylvania, during i918, 3,884 wom- 
en, 148,460 men; Illinois, during 1918, 
815 women, 31,043 men. 


The 1920 census will answer the 


question. "How many women in in- 
dustry?" It will be s>ome time before 
the statistics are available. Only ap- 
proximate estimates can be made at 
this time as regards the proportion of 
women Injured in Industry and as re- 
gards the number of women so inca- 
pacitated by disease as to need re- 
training. It Ifi possible that the ex-

bators Before or After Each Hatch. 


their ""incubators before or after each 
hatch. A 5 per cent solution of a re- 
liable coal-tar disinfectant or carbolic 
acid may be used to wash out the ma- 
chine and to disinfect the egg trays 
and nursery drawer. If the burlap is 
very dirty it may be cheaper to renew 
than to clean it. 


For an incubator of about three cu- 


bic feet capacity one may pour one 
half ounce of formalin, which contains 
40 per cent formaldehyde, on one-half 
ounce of permanganate of potash. In a 
pan in the Incubator, which produces 
a very penetrating gas and thoroughly 
disinfects the machine. The door of 
the incubator should be closed just 
as soon as the liquid is poured into the 
pan and left closed for twelve hours 
or longer. Incubators should be well 
aired before they are used after disin- 
fecting, especially

SUPPLY OF GRAIN FOR HENS 


Fowls Will Consume More Food in 


Spring Than In Fall—Amount 


Varies With Breeds. 


The feeder must use his own Judg- 


ment in deciding how much grain to 
give the hens, as the amount of feed 
which they will eat varies with dif- 
ferent pens and at different seasons 
of the year. They will eat mo^e feed 
In the spring while 
laying heavily 


than the summer and fall when laying 
fewer eggs. 


A fair general estimate is about one 


quart of scratch grains and an equal 
weight of mash (about one and a half 
quarts) dally to 13 hens of the gen- 
eral purpose breeds, such as the Ply- 
mouth Rocks, Rhode Island Reds, or 
Wyandottes, or to 16 hens of the small- 
er or egg breeds. This would be about 
seven and a half -pounds each of 
scratch grains and of mash dally to 
100 Leghorns and about nine and a 
half pounds of each to 100 general 
purpose fowls.

Full Instructions for the 
procurement and shipment of such 
ntoxleating liquor under permit to 
purchase will be found in article 8 ot 
regulations 60. 


It Is Illegal to possess, except in 


the home, cider containing one-half of

without a permit. If a person pur- 
chases elder for commercial use Con- 
taining less than one-half of 1 per cent 
of alcohol by.volume, and snch cider 
later develops a greater al-coholic con- 
ten than permitted by law, the person 
Bo possessing such elder in good faitb, 
may apply for a permit to dispose of 
the same to another permittee, as 
above provided. 


Alcohol Mustn't Increase. 


"Where the alcoholic content of 


eweet cider is kept at all times below 
one-half of 1 per cent by volume, tha 
manufacturer or vender is not required 
to give bond or secure a permit either 
to ship or sell. Such sweet "cider, how- 
ever, should be sterilized or preserved 
and be put up in sterilized gla«s bot- 
tles or other similar closed containers 
to insure the alcoholic content remain- 
ing less than one-half of 1 per cent by 
volume until consumption. Cider con- 
taining le«s than one-half of 1 per cent 
of alcohol by volume put up in closed 
containers by the manufacturer for 
Bale as a soft drink is subject to a tax 
of 10 pei cent of the sales price under 
(section 028 of the revenue act ol 1018."
